This is the k ey to almost 
ev ery move he has made or is lik ely 
to mak e in foreign affairs.

of China she will become one of the

I t 
Shunned Serv ices in 
Church Fro m Which 
“ Insult” Came 


Paris, 
Nov. 
11—(AP)—An Ang­ 
lican 
p astor ap ologized today to 
the Duk e of Windsor for an “in­ 
sult” to a “man who couldn’t de­ 
fend himself.” but the Duk e nev­ 
ertheless, 
shunned 
an Armistice 
Day service within St. 
George’s 
church here because his p resence 
p reviously had been declared un­ 
welcome. 
The p astor, the Rev. J. L. C. 
Dart, 
ex p laining 
his 
ex p ressed 
wish that the former British k ing 
and former head of the Church oi 
England not attend the 
service, 
told the British Legion: 
“The very last thing I wished to 
do was p ublicly to insult a man 
who couldn’t defend himself. 
Re­ 
p orters made me do that. Nothing 
was farther 
from 
my intentions. 
I swear that is true. I wish to tak e 
this op p ortunity p ublicly to ap olo­ 
gize.” 
The vicar revealed he had tele­ 
p honed the Duk e’s equerry. Lieut. 
Dudley Forwood. an hour before the 
service 
and said he wanted 
to 
ap ologize 
to Windsor 
for "what 
amounted to a p ublic insult.” 
Duk e Refused 
He said he told Lieut. Forwood 
that the Duk e would be received 
by him and the church congrega­ 
tion with "all the resp ect due the 
k ing’s brother” if he would consent 
to attend. 
The Duk e, however, refused. 
The Duk e and Duchess, rem ain­ 
ing within their hotel, bought p op ­ 
p ies from an 
Englishwoman and 
gave them to British Legionnaires. 
The Windsors gave “quite a bit” to 
the veterans’ fund in return for 
the 
p op p ies, 
the 
Englishwoman 
said. 
The Rev. D art, vicar of the P a r­ 
is church, ex p lained to a group of 
60 British 
Legionnaires gathered 
a t a small “p rotest m eeting” out­ 
side the church that he was only 
ex p ressing p ersonal view’s when 
he said yesterday: 
“I would rather the Duk e did 
not attend the services.” 
The vicar told the group : “I will 
be very sorry if the Duk e does not 
come. 1 will be very sorry if my | 
statem ent is tak en as a sugges­ 
tion that the Duk e stay aw ay.” 
The vicar then was told by Col­ 
onel 
Theodore 
Crowther, 
com­ 
m ander of the Paris p ost of the 
B ritish Legion, that the Duk e al­ 
ready decided he would be “unable 
to come.” 
Duk e “( an Tak e H ” 
Crowther p ersuaded m ost of the 
60 p rotesters to enter the church, 
but a half dozen refused. 
The vicar later disclosed that he 
had sp ok en to the Duk e’s equerry, 
L ieut Forwood, urging that the 
Duk e change his mind. Members 
of the Duk e’s suite said Windsor 
was “stunned” by the vicar's as­ 
sertion yesterday. 
The Duk e’s friends called the 
Incident the “third crisis” in his 
life—following his abdication and 
the cancellation of his p rop osed 
American trip . 
“ Ap p arently his p ath still Is far 
from smooth," said one of his 
aides. “But he's a cock y little fel­ 
low.

MINOR DISTURBANCE 
Iondon, Nov. 11.— (A P )— A man 
struggled through the naval guard 
surrounding K ing George today 
a t the W orld 
W ar 
cenotap h 
in 
W hitehall and brok e the solemn 
two m inutes of A rm istice Day sil­ 
ence w ith the shout: “All this is 
hyp ocrisy—you’re deliberately p re­ 
p aring for w a r? ” 
There was a clatter of hooves 
and mounted p olice threw the man 
to the ground, then shoved him 
back away from the k ing’s guard. 
The k ing, a t the gray stone m e­ 
morial in a p rayerful salute to the 
British Em p ire's million w ar dead, 
stood motionless through the brief 
disturbance. The stirdent shout and 
sounds of the ensuing scuffle were 
carried over the radio. 
The incident took p lace alm ost 
as close to the monarch as it was 
p ossible for any one in the dense 
crowd to reach- 
The man shoved his way through 
the p ack ed rank s 
of 
the 
naval 
guard a t the end of 30 seconds of 
silence, shouting as he p ushed. 
Fugitive From Asylum 
The dem onstrator was identified 
at the home office as Stanley 
Storey who escap ed Sep t. 21 from 
the Cane Hill asylum in Survey. 
Several subdued boos from the 
crowd added to 
the disturbance 
and when the Horse G uards’ gun 
lioomed the end of the two minute 
p eriod there were cries from the 
throng—“Kill him! Kill him !” 
Then the national anthem swell­ 
ed from the throng, drowning fur­ 
ther disorder. 
Additional p olice rushed up and 
surrounded the disturber and k ep t 
the crowd at a distance. 
Police 
hustled their cap tive away into a 
Downing street am bulance station. 
The thousands massed before the 
cenotap h were imp ressed by the 
comp osure of the k ing and his 
brothers during the unp recedented 
outbreak . 
Not one of them gave the slight­ 
est sign they noticed the disturber 
although the man. dashing from 
the 
north 
side

Whitehall, 
seemed to be m ak ing a direct line 
for His M ajesty. 
Queens W ere Aghast 
W itnesses said the man had one 
hand raised as he dashed through 
the rank s of the sailors. He seemed 
to trip , they said, just before the 
two p olicemen grabbed him- 
Queen M other M ary and Queen 
Elizabeth

down 
aghast 
from a Home Office window until 
bugles sounded reveille and the 
voices of the m ultitude swelled 
up in “God Save the K ing” 
Sir Samuel Hoare. home secre­ 
tary, told the House ol Common 
later that Storey had no intention 
of attack ing the k ing 
or anyone 
else and that he was unarmed He 
said the man was suffering delu­ 
sions and that he would not be 
p rosecuted criminally.
